But p woman dꝛoopes 
not ſo ſoone as ᷣ̊ man, the reaſon whereofis, becaule thee takes 
no care;thought and gricfe-bzeakesnother ſleepe, and trobles 
not herhead as he doth, but doth wholly addict her thoughtes 
to pleaſure and ſolace, I deny not that when a woman is 
with child, the bides many times great paines, and is oft verie 
ill at eaſe,and at the time of her delinerance,ſhe is fo2 the molt 
part, not onelp in exceeding paine, but alſo in no leſſe daunger 
ol death: But all this is nothing to the huſbands troubles, 
on whoſe hands alone reſtes 7 whole charge, and waight of

& maintenance, which is almoſt as great a coꝛſiueto her, as 
the fozmer.You map be well allured, that this change in him 
makes her alſo change her countenance; fromirth and cheare- 
falnes,to lowzing melancholie, ſeeking occaſions of diſagree- 
ments, vſe them in ſuch ſo2t,that their fozmer loue & kindnes 
was not ſo great, as are now their bꝛauls, iarres, æ diſcozdes. 
Tt doth alſo oftentimes happen, that the womi by this means 
waſtes and conſumes all, giuing lewdly away her huſbands .
